Department has done 
its best, under the ‘conditions 
existing, to provide transport, 
but it was officially admitted on 
7 ; Tuesday that there had been no 
guarantecd service. This short- 
coming might well be serious, 
but it is, happily, soon to be 
made good.

GOOD PROSPECTS 
FOR FUTURE 


Tho: second annual speoch duy of 
Hawa Nan College tock place in Ko 
Shing Theatre this morning, when 
the scholarships and prizes wero dis- 
tributed by Mr . Wong Kwong-tin, 


In prenonting the annual. report 
for 1939, the: hendmaater, Mr. Lam 
Chol-chiu, B.A. sald in’. part:—Tho 
total number of scholars enrolled dur- 
ing the year ending December $1, 
1032, was 813 af ogainst 305 in 1931. 
Tho average dally..attendance was 
280 as against 272 in 1931, or 89,1 per 
cont o8 agninst 88.8 per cent. Tho 
discipline and morale of the school 
have been well maintained, and in this 
connexion I have to thank tho class 
monitors who performed their duties 
so well. . 


STUDIES, 


This was tho first year when- wo 
presented students for the Matricula- 
tion Examination, and of the 13 
atudents presen’ last November, 


‘TT dne was absent and two passed tho 


Matriculation Examination with one 
distinctlon and one passed the Senior 
Local Examination.- Fourteen stud- 
ents wero entered for tho Junior Local 
Examination, and three were absent 
and five passed, with two distinctions, 
Tho results of the University Examin- 
ations did not fulfll cur carly ex- 

ectation, yet the distinction In 
Rtatrieulaticn Chemistry and the dis- 
tinction of Junior Chinese tended to 
show that our efforts had not totally 
been spent in vain. = 


Besides taking the University 
examinations, our students took ex- 
nminations held elsewhere. _ At the 
beginning of the year Labh Vasanta- 
sinha passed the Cambridge Junior 
Local Examination, and im summer 
Chan Ka-chak distinguished himself 
in the Maritime Customs Examination 
held in Canton. Out of the 143 stud- 
ents who: took the examination, five 
were chosen, and Chan Ka-chak was 
placed third in the list. 


It is gratifying to note that the 
only distinction in chemistry awarded 
in tlte Matriculation Examination Inst 
year was won by one of our studenta. 
This simple fact, rendercd much more 
conspicuous by its singularity, is 
sufficient testimony of the high 
standard of efficiency attained in our 
tenching of science. 


NIGHT SCHOOL. 


After touching on tho sporting 
activities of the College, tho Hend- 
master said the total number of 
students in the night school for the 
year under review was 124. The.at- 
tendance was 94.7 per cent., for these 
students, being obliged to carn their 
evening education, werq ‘most re- 
luctant to absent theniselves from 
school, 

This report is not complete with- 
out a word on what wo propose to do 
next year. With a view to preparing 
studenta ‘for the world of business, 
one day Commercial Class and two 
evening Commetcial Classes will be 
started in.1933. The syllabus consists 
of English, arithmetic, book-keeping, 
Pitman’s shorthand, and touch-type- 
writing, to ench. of which subjects, 
we shnil devote a lesson o day.
